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don’t know what it was, but the 

crowd at the Juliana Hatfield gig 
Saturday night was, uh .. . stag- 
nant. 

Maybe it was 'cuz the Rev was 
so packed there was no room to 
move (the show was sold out). No, 
I've seen seething pits more 
packed than that in my days. 

Maybe the crowd was too cool 
to move. No, I doubt that. 

Maybe they all thought the 
music sucked. Then what about 
the warm applause? A Pavlovian 
response? Who knows. 

It reminded me of a scene in the 
movie Shingles, where Alice in 
Chains is rippin’ away on stage 
and the crowd is sort of half-bop- 
ping like Ace of Base was on stage. 
I mean, last time I saw Cub at the 
Rev, three people were carried out 
of the pit. 

Anyway, Soft opened, and they 
were great, although one wouldn't 
know it from watching the audi- 
ence. 

Among elements of their ex- 
cellence were driving, pulsing 
beats on the tom drums, exquisite 
use of spooky effects, including 
cool reverb on lead vocalist Tanis’ 
voice, and wicked intense wah- 
pedal solos. 

I loved the reverb-endowed tin 
whistle. Watch for their new CD 
coming out in November. 

The dim lighting at the start of 






























the set reflected well their dark, 
ominous, but not evil sound. Their 
stage presence was interesting. 
Dressed in mostly black and white 
semiformal wear (dress shirts, din- 
ner jackets, etc.) they were very 
much into their own thing. 

The bassist was especially 
groovin’ to his tunes, and Tanis 
seemed to meander around the 
stage in her own little world. 

When Tanis donned an electri- 
fied acoustic guitar to ply a mel- 
lower tune, the crowd wouldn't 
shut up. 

After the set, a devout fan of the 
band told me her guitar wasn't 
working right and couldn’t be 
heard well. 

What’s cool about Soft is Tanis’ 
occasional tendency to transcend 
the need for lyrics and just sing. 

The set gradually got poppier 
and the last song would have been 
good to lead into Hatfield’s set if 
she had actually followed Soft. 

But after Soft, I could have gone 
home to watch the X-Files episode 
my VCR was taping, then come 
back in time to catch Hatfield. Or 
maybe the Rev should have asked 
Green Day to play Friday night’s 
hour-long Coliseum set between 
Soft and Juliana. 

Several people I met were less 
than impressed with having to 
stand for an hour waiting for Jul- 
iana to grace them with her pres- 
ence. 

When she finally did appear, she 
made no apology. She just jumped 
into the set, starting with an 
aggressive tune.

VARIOUS ARTISTS — Help 
(Go) — Help, another “we feel 
guilty” album, was released to 
focus attention on the charity of 
the month: the children in the 
war-torn country of Bosnia. 

Since 1984 we've had the plea- 
sure of listening to this type of 
drivel, beginning with U.S.A. for 
Africa, Band-Aid, Live-Aid, and 
continuing with Amnesty Inter- 
national’s Conspiracy of Hope, 
Artists United against Apartheid, 
and now this latest. Whether it be 
the starving in Ethiopia, the vic- 
tims of AIDS or, as this album 
suggests, the children of Bosnia, 
these artists seem to have a need 
to purge their souls of the greed 
they revel in the rest of the year. 

Help features some of Britain’s 
finest musicians (or so they say). 
They range from Sinead 
O'Connor (a self-righteous twit in 
her own right), to the KLF to 
Radiohead.

“We've never had a problem with 
people liking us once they see us 
Our big thing has just been getting 
to the point where people come to 
the show,” Campbell said. 

The Sweaters, in their present 
incarnation, have been around 
since 1990. At that time their musi- 
cal motivation was simple. “We 
just decided that somebody should 
be doing music like the Ramones,” 
Campbell said. “So we decided to 
cast off the other six styles we 
were doing and just focus on 
something fast, what came to be 
known as Pop Punk.” 

Campbell says his musical style 
has, like his haircut, remained 
unchanged since 1979. The new 
improved version of Pop Punk is, 
in reality, just a stone’s throw 









away from the music he was first 
drawn to in high school. “For us 
(punk music) has always been ger- 
minated from suburban boredom, 
that sort of angst. I think if you 
had a few reasonably good teach- 
ers when you were growing up, 
and the spark of wanting to enjoy 
your life and to learn hasn’t been 
killed by the time you're a teenag- 
er, then rock and roll makes a lot 
of sense,” Campbell said. 

Before The Sweaters’ creation 
there was a stint for the 34-year- 
old Campbell and 25-year-old 
drummer Richards as The War- 
dells, a band which, at its height, 
received air play on college-orient- 
ed radio and MuchMusic air time 
for the video I’m in a Hurry. 
Along with the demise of The 
Wardells in 1990 went the strictly 
pop sound. When The Sweaters 
formed, Campbell made a con- 
scious choice to return to his punk 
roots. “I just think that a lot of the 
punk bands that are breaking now, 
they just make a lot better rock 
music than a lot of the rock bands. 
I mean what’s Punk? None of 
these guys are just screaming; 
these are tuneful songs with a lot 
of energy,” Campbell said. 

Once you've been to a Sweaters’ 
performance, you realize that 
description might aptly be applied 
to this Canadian band. The energy 
at a Sweaters’ show is almost visi- 
ble. Before the first notes are 
struck, you know you're in for a 
unique experience. Maybe it’s the

Bit of Fascism, Give ‘Em What

Sweaters’ fans, it will come close 
enough. 

Let Me Out is The Sweaters’ first 
album with their new label Nefer, 
which is a subsidiary of the inde- | 
pendent Cargo records. The label, 
which is run by two women, has 
so far been a good fit for this for- 
mer-independent band. “I can’t say 
enough good things about them; 
they totally support us, they 
thought we were a good band a 
long time before anyone else did,” 
Campbell said. 

Perhaps The Sweaters are hop- 
ing that a little bit of record com- 
pany promotion might provide the 
little push needed to get some pub- 
lic recognition. After all, they wit- 
nessed that phenomenon with the 





American band Green Day. Camp- 
bell recalled: “We played with

they came up to Vancouver. It was 


funny because I thought, ‘these 


guys are a fucking great band, too 


bad they'll never make any 


| money.’ Then when they started to 


make money, | just thought ‘isn't 
that amazing, kids still want fuck 
ing great rock music.” 

While that kind of international 
recognition may not be realistical- 
ly attainable for this Victoria-based 
trio, you get the impression that 
whatever accolades come their 
way will just be an additional 
bonus. Campbell summed up that 
philosophy: “I just have a deeper 
love for (music) that makes me 
willing to take shit, because that’s 
really who I am. I play music, real- 
ly, for myself first.”

alloween is almost upon us, coming quicker than 

Hugh Grant in a BMW. As Meg Tilly so brilliantly 
asked in the cinematic disaster Body Snatchers, 
“Where ya gonna go? Where ya gonna run? Where ya 
gonna hide?” Eloquently, she voices the dilemma of 
millions of North Americans every Oct. 31. I've done 
them all, with less than optimum results. Let’s run 
though the options, shall we? 

Okay, first there's trick-or-treating. Being a greedy 
bastard and visiting every house within a 20-mile 
radius, hitting them up for the goods, is socially 
acceptable as a child, but three years ago, when I was 
dressed as Zsa Zsa Gabor and asked all my neighbors 
to “Give me some candy, dahling, or I'll give you a 
slap,” the results were less than desirable.

Stage Polaris’ Dorothy packs potent magic 





udy Garland, move over. 
Edmonton has just discovered 
its own Dorothy. 

Janette Purnell belting out 
Somewhere Over the Rainbow 
with all her 11-year-old heart is 
pretty potent magic in the Stage 
Polaris extravaganza The Wizard 
of Oz. 

With the help of adult actors in 
the roles of Scarecrow, the Tin 
Woodman and the Cowardly Lion, 
young Miss Purnell is front and 
centre on the yellow brick road 
and she gives us a dazzling perfor- 
mance. The kid’s got heart (not to 
mention intuition and a healthy 
dollop of courage) and a voice that 
carries her from Kansas to Oz and 
back again. 

Director Leslie Bland’s decision 
to cast a child in the role of Dor- 
othy proved a good one. Purnell’s 
natural reserve and genuine child- 
ishness saved us from a preco- 
cious Dorothy and kept the char- 
acter fresh and sweet.

This is the way this play is 
manufactured: it attempts to 
bring self-awareness to perfor- 
mance, to explore new methods 
of presentation. The main stage is 
a sculpture that slopes and drops 
off into holes and ladders for the 
actors to blurt into and out of 
scenes. Like everything in this 
play, even the act becomes part 
of the story. It’s all very inge- 
nious and brave. There are exper- 
iments with sound that add a 
clever twist to the action: a train 
of student actors whistle through 
the audience with synchronized 
ghetto-blasters.

I found it dis- 
tracted from their characteriza- 
tion, adding to the worship of un- 
realistic expectations. Of course, 
as in all popular media, the males 
had natural body shapes. I was 
surprised that such an alternative 
production still has pedestrian 
attitudes about what the female 
body should look like and be 
used for. 

But I don’t mean to suggest the 
actors were chosen just for their 
figures. The performances were 
quality, especially with each 
actor doing two or three roles. 
With the exception of a few unde- 
veloped characters, doubling up 
was an effective way to build 24 
roles out of nine people. 

Overall, Metastasis succeeds 
with the risk of making all the 
room a stage and all its people 
players.

As a man with AIDS, I’m very 
aware of any project involving the 
disease. It just happened that this 
book literally fell into my lap one 
day — my editor dropped it off at 
my house and told me he would like 
me to read it. He arranged for me to 
talk to the author by phone. I 
thought, ‘hey, why not, it'll keep me 
busy.’ 

Out of the blue, I was invited to 
the Hotel MacDonald to speak with 
the woman who brought it all 
together. Irene Carroll, national 
director for Photographers and 
Friends United Against AIDS, is a 
most warm, caring woman. Her ele- 
gance and style speak volumes 
about her dedication to the fight 
against AIDS. Asked what brought 
her into what I call the “war” against 
AIDS, she replied “a little girl who 
died at six-years-old.” 

Many years ago, a friend hurt in a 
car accident required a blood trans- 
fusion. Eventually the friend, her 
daughter (who was born HIV posi- 
tive) and the father were all infect- 
ed. The father is the only one still 
alive. 

Carroll's six-city tour promoting 
the book kicked off in Toronto Sept. 
28 with a reception attended by 
more than 400 people, including 
book subjects June Calwood and 
Jeanne Becker. 

The idea for the book came to 
Carroll when she woke in the mid- 
dle of a dream in October,1993. A 
holiday in the Rocky Mountains 
with a friend convinced her that if 
anyone could make it happen, she 

‘could. 

In person, Carroll infects you with 
the same spirit and commitment she 
has against the disease. It’s easy to 
see how she was able to persuade

gual, project of its kind. More than 
100 Canadians appear in various 
poses, along with details of their 
achievements.

Ed Ellis, an Edmonton-based free- 
lance photographer, shot most of 
the Edmonton subjects.
